Anyone familiar with the art expression of children from other -¢ 
countries knows the charm and the degree of personal feeling that can be cap- 
tured on a small sheet of paper.

Often as | looked at some of these more timid drawings, | saw in them s 
the desire for individual expression, but no release. 

In choosing a picture, we placed little emphasis on the degree to which the , 
work might be considered outstanding for a particular grade level.

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During the past few decades a remarkable change has taken place in the eval- 
vation otf children’s art. The older generation can remember when a child’s work 
was judged on grounds of neatness and faithfulness to its subject, and the source 
for an art work was often a printed reproduction. However, a movement initiated 
some 40 years ago by a few outstanding teachers has revolutionized the adult 
approach to children’s creative work. 


It has now become a matter of course to give a child freedom in expressing 
himself through the medium of color, design and a variety of materials. The re- 
sults are astonishing. We find that often the art work of children resembles 
paintings of the Expressionist School which strove to put inner experience above 
formal mastery of technique in reaction to the exaggerated stress laid upon 
technical proficiency in the previous period. There are, however, also many 
differences between a child’s work of art with its unreflected directness of ap- 
proach and the intellectual analytical art of Expressionists. 


Seen through the eyes of a child, the world is new and exciting, “primitive” 
in the true sense of the word. The intention in a child’s work is usually meaningful 
and clear. A vigorous, exuberant, passionate child will use strong colors and 
bold strokes; a shy, retiring or insecure child may express his personality by sub- 
dued colors and less daring forms. Thus, a child’s creative work not only permits 
psychological insight, it also offers a key to the age-old sources of art: self-ex- 
pression and the joy of picturing the outer world. The creative urge, present in 
almost every child, has existed in mankind from its infancy. Many characteris- 
tics found in the crude drawings of cave dwellers are similar to forms and con- 
ceptions in children’s work: disregard of perspective, simultaneous views of sev- 
eral sides, proportionally greater size of important objects, to name but a few. 


Whether an apparently gifted child will develop into a talented artist can only 
be judged later in his life. If the creative gift is strong enough, it will survive 
the adolescent tendency of conforming to the “average”. It will ride out the in- 
fluences of magazines, funnies and movies. Creative imagination will use rules 
and techniques only as subordinated tools. 


The response to Junior Arts & Activities’ invitation to participate in the Galerie 
St- Etienne exhibition — extended to elementary and junior high school children 
throughout the country — far surpassed anything Dr. Hoover and | expected when 
we first discussed the project two years ago. | am glad indeed that the interest has 
been so great and that | have this opportunity to show to the American public the 
results of our venture which will, | hope, become a recurring event in coming years.
